rived here at 4 o'clock this afternoon. 
He was accompanied by Private Secre- 
tary Thurber and K. C. Penedlct, who 
has been for the past four days his host 
on board the Fleam yacht Oneida. 'rlie 
party boarded the yacht off Gray Gables 
nnd started down Bu»»ard's Bay about r. 
o'clock last Friday afternoon. A rough 
sea was encountered during the run to 
Sandy Point, Tiear New Rochelle at the 
western end of Long Island Sound, which 
was reached 
about 9 o'clock Saturday 


morning. The Oneida remained at anchor 
there all day, the President desiring- to 
fish, but it rained and prevented any 
sport.
